The inventions are distinct, each from the other because of the following reasons: 
The container of Group I, article of Group IV, and assembly of Group VII can be used in 
a materially different method from the method of Group II, III, V, and VI, such as a method for 
recovering metals from liquid not containing a nutrient. The container of Group I does not 
require the structure of the article of Group IV or the assembly of Group VII. The method of 
Group II does not require the bottling step of the method of Group III, the molding steps of 
Group V, or the forming or applying steps of Group VI. 
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Because these inventions are independent or distinct for the reasons given above and 
have acquired a separate status in the art in view of their different classification and recognized 
divergent subject matter, restriction for examination purposes as indicated is proper. 

Applicant is advised that the reply to this requirement to be complete must include (i) an 
election of a species or invention to be examined even though the requirement be traversed (37 
CFR 1.143) and (ii) identification of the claims encompassing the elected invention.
